EVEN VOLSTEAD WAS NOT “DRY” ENOUGH 


There -was some speculation why the Seventh Minnesota Dis­ 
trict sent the Rev. O. J. Kvale to Congress and kept Andrew J. 
Volstead at home. It is plain how. Mr. Volstead was a dry, but not 
dry enough. They grow them extra-dry in the fourteen counties 
of * Minnesota’s Seventh. Volstead might be sufficiently arid for 
parts of the country, but not so for Bigstone, Chippewa, Kandi- 
vohi, Las qui Parle and Yellow Medicine. 
So the 215,496 folk of the Seventh made it Congressman j 
Kvale, not Congressman Volstead. In the Kvale opinion, all Vol­ 
stead ever did for real prohibition you could, in a manner of speak-; 
ing, put in your eye. The Volstead act, says he, “is a law for the 
poor and a privilege for the rich.” To a real dry it is the “greatest 
tragedy,” and he predicts “a rising of the people.” Meanwhile, he 
asks a law to tax all home-hidden liquors $10 a gallon and upward 
a year. 
In our innocence wTe regarded Andrew J. Volstead, as 
dryer than a fence rail in August. We are, it appears, about to 
learn better.

Should Be Boiled 


Chicago. — Medical 
sci an ce 
knows no cur* for botulism, but 
lives may tee saved by bolling 
home-preserved foods, Dr. John 
0. Geiger, epidemiologist of the 
United States public health serv­ 
ice attached to the Unlverelty of 
Chicago, warned recently. 
He 
called attention to eight deaths 
within two weeks thronghont the 
country, which he attributed to 
that poisoning. 
It Is not possible for the Inex­ 
perienced to detect the spoilage, 
either by sight or taste, Doctor 
Geiger warned, and the only 
safe method is to boll the food 
before using It. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 25.—The Ford 
Motor Company made 2,200,682 auto­ 
mobiles, trucks and tractors In 1923— 
775,059 more than In any previous year 
according to production figures for tho 
year. 
Of the total 1,915,485 automobiles 
and trucks were made in this country 
and 175,474 in foreign plants, includ­ 
ing Canada. To the total of these are 
added 101,896 tractors and 7,825 Lin­ 
coln cars, 'the figures were coupled 
with an announcement that the Ford 
Company expects to exceed this figure 
In Its 1924 production and that its 
plans to start early this spring on Its 
program of 10,000 cars daily.

“Suspect carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing when unaccountable
